Miss  Barber  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  Services 
and  Health  of  the  District  for  the  year  1947. 

It  is  noted  that  there  is  a further  small  increase  in  the 
estimated  resident  population  as  compared  to  the  figure  of 
20,040  for  1946.  It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  the  number  of 
inhabited  houses  has  risen  again  as  compared  to  5,061  at  the  end 
of  1946,  although  this  year’s  figure  is  still  below  that  of  1945 
when  it  was  5,380. 

There  has  been  a. decrease  of  20  births  in  the  district,  as 
compared  with  1946’s  total  of  361,  whilst  the  still  births  have 
decreased  by  2. 

There  was  no  Maternal  Death  during  the  year  — a most 
gratifying  state  of  affairs. 

The  total  infantile  deaths  for  the  year  is  11,  a decrease  of  3 
from  the  total  of  14  for  1946.  There  were  no  deaths  among  • 
illegitimate  infants.  The  total  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  of  32.25 
shows  a satisfactory  decrease  from  the  figure  of  38.78  for  1946, 
and  compares  very  favourably  with  the  Infantile  Mortality  Rate 
for  England  and  Wales  of  41.00. 

There  were  6 more  deaths  during  1947  than  in  1946,  and 
there  has  been  a slight  increase  in  the  death  rate  which,  however, 
still  continues  to  be  lower  than  that  for  the  whole  of  England  and 
Wales. 

There  was  no  death  from  Diphtheria  during  the  year.  One 
death  occurred  from  Cerebro-spinal  Fever. 

There  was  an  increase  in  the  number  of  notifications  of 
Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  — from  13  to  27,  but  Non-Pulmonary 
Tuberculosis  showed  a decrease  compared  with  the  previous 
year’s  figures.  Deaths  from  Respiratory  Tuberculosis  remained 
at  the  same  figure  as  for  1946,  but  there  was  one  death  from  Non- 
Respiratory  Tuberculosis. 

There  was  an  increase  of  7 in  the  deaths  due  to  influenza, 
and  also  cancer  deaths  increased  from  28  to  35. 

There  was  a great  increase  in  the  number  of  Measles  oc- 
curring in  the  first  six  months  of  the  year.  In  all  327  notifications 
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were  received  during  1947,  but  there  were  no  deaths  from  this 
disease. 

32  .Cases  of  Pneumonia  were  notified,  with  12  deaths  — an 
increase  of  9 over  the  previous  year.  Scarlet  Fever  showed  a 
further  decrease,  there  being  only  20  cases. 

During  1947,  there  was  throughout  England  and  Wales  an 
epidemic  of  Poliomyelitis.  It  is  most  gratifying  to  note  that  in 
the  district  there  were  only  4 cases  none  of  whom  died.  There 
was,  however,  one  case  of  Polio-encephalitis  which  died. 

DIPHTHERIA  IMMUNISATION. 

Diphtheria  Immunisation  has  continued  throughout  the 
district  at  Schools  and  Clinics,  and  during  1947,  a further  167 
children  have  received  protection.  In  addition  31  children  have 
been  immunised  by  General  Practitioners,  and  it  is  estimated 
that  66.14%  of  children  under  the  age  of  5 have  now  been  pro- 
tected, whilst  83.98%  of  children  over  the  age  of  5 and  under  15 
years  have  been  so  treated.  9 Children  have  also  received  Boosting 
.Doses  to  ensure  their  immunity  being  maintained  at  a high  level. 

The  general  figure  of  children  over  the  age  of  5 who  have 
been  immunised  is  satisfactory.  The  minimum  aim  of  campaigns 
of  Diphtheria  Immunisation  must  be  an  80%  response.  This 
figure  has  been  attained  in  the  district  in  children  over  5 years. 
There  is,  however,  a considerable  decrease  in  the  past  year  in  the 
percentage  of  children  under  the  age  of  5 years,  who  have  been 
protected.  The  figure  of  66.14%  cannot  be  regarded  as  fully 
satisfactory. 

SCABIES. 

There  has  been  a marked  decrease  in  the  number  of  scabies 
and  pediculosis  cases  — the  number  for  1946  being  97  as  against 
this  year’s  figure  of  48. 

VENEREAL  DISEASES. 

The  treatment  and  control  of  this  disease  is  the  respon- 
sibility of  the  Notts.  County  Council,  and  special  clinics  are

Worksop,  by  ambulances  maintained  at  the  Hospital  by  the 
North  Notts.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 

Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal. 

Parish 

Misterton.  A short  length,  approximately  12  yards  of  6 ins. 

sewer  has  been  renewed  in  Gringley  Road  to  re- 
place a defective  land  tile  drain. 
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Misson. 


A short  length  of  outfall  sewer  has  been  taken  up 
and  relaid  to  new  levels. 

Tuxford.  a length  of  100  yards  of  6 ins.  salt-glazed  earthen- 
ware sewer,  and  100  yards  4 ins.  spun-iron  rising 
main  has  been  laid  under  the  railway  bridge  at 
Ashvale  in  preparation  for  the  sewerage  scheme 
which  is  contemplated  for  the  Parishes  of  Tuxford 
and  East  Markham.  This  work  was  carried  out 
at  the  same  time  as  the  highway  authority  was 
lowering  the  level  of  the  Great  North  Road  to  avoid 
costly  excavation  and  reinstatement  charges  at  a 
later  date. 

The  land  drains  at  the  sewage  disposal  works 
off  Newcastle  Street  have  been  taken  up,  cleansed 
and  relaid. 

Maintenance  repairs  have  been  carried  out  to  public  sewers, 
manholes  and  sewage  disposal  works  in  the  Parishes  throughout 
the  Rural  District. 

Schemes  of  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  have  now  been 
completed  for  the  Parishes  of  Misterton,  West  Stockwith, 
Walkeringham,  Beckingham,  Everton,  Mattersey,  Ranskill, 
Torworth,  Tuxford,  and  East  Markham,  and  will  shortly  be 
forwarded  to  the  Ministry  of  Health  and  Nottinghamshire  County 
Council,  for  approval,  with  applications  for  grants-in-aid  under 
the  Rural  Water  Supplies  and  Sewerage  Act,  1944. 

Th-ese  schemes,  together  with  the  two  schemes  already 
submitted  for  the  Parishes  of  Hayton,  Clarborough,  North  and 
South  Leverton,  would  make  provision  for  the  installation  of 
modern  sanitary  facilities  in  14  of  the  Parishes  in  the  Rural 
District  where  serious  nuisance  is  at  present  most  likely  to  arise 
from  open  sewer  dykes.  The  provision  of  this  amenity  in  these 
Parishes  which  comprise  fairly  well  built-up  areas  is  essential 
if  the  construction  of  further  new  modern  type  agricultural  and 
other  rural  houses  is  to  proceed. 

Some  delay  has  occurred  in  the  completion  of  some  of  these 
proposals  due  to  the  desirability  of  reconsidering  the  siting  of 
sewage  disposal  sites,  pumping  and  ejector  stations  consequent 
upon  the  experience  gained  at  the  time  of  the  River  Trent  floods 
in  March,  1947.

In  addition  to  the  above  work,  the  cowsheds  on  8 premises 
occupied  by  registered  cowkeepers  have  been  completely  recon- 
structed during  the  year. 

447  inspections  were  made  during  the  year  of  registered 
cowsheds  and  dairies  in  the  district. 

Milk  (Special  Designations)  Orders,  1936-1941. 

3 supplementary  licences  were  renewed  by  the  Rural 
District  Council  to  Retailers  of  Pasteurised  milk  in  the  District. 

2 supplementary  licences  were  issued  by  the  Rural  District 
Council  for  the  retail  of  Tuberculin  Tested  (Pasteurised)  milk  in 
the  District. 

Twenty-six  registered  cowkeepers  in  the  Rural  District  hold 
licences  to  produce  Accredited  milk,  issued  by  the  Nottingham- 
shire County  Council. 

Twenty-two  registered  cowkeepers  in  the  Rural  District 
hold  licences  to  produce  Tuberculin  Tested  milk,  issued  by  the 
Nottinghamshire  County  Council. 

No  licences  are  in  operation  for  the  production  of  past- 
eurised milk  in  the  District. 
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Slaughterhouses  and  Meat  and  Food  Inspection. 

Under  the  Livestock  (Restriction  on  Slaughtering)  Order, 
1940,  which  came  into  operation  on  January  15th,  1940,  the  • 
twenty-six  registered  and  licensed  private  slaughterhouses  in  the 
Rural  District  have  fallen  temporarily  into  dususe,  and  the  whole 
of  the  animal  slaughtering  for  the  Boroughs  of  East  Retford  and 
Worksop  and  the  Rural  Districts  of  East  Retford  and  Worksop 
is  still  carried  out  at  two  centralized  slaughterhouses  situated  in 
the  Borough  of  East  Retford,  under  the  control  of  the  Ministry 
of  Food. 

In  accordance  with  a joint  circular  from  the  Ministry  of 
Health  and  Ministry  of  Food,  material  assistance  is  given  by  the 
Council’s  Sanitary  Inspectors  in  the  inspection  of  meat  at  the 
two  centralized  slaughterhouses  in  Retford  Borough. 

There  are  three  licensed  knackers’  yards  in  the  Rural 
District.  Licences  in  respect  of  these  premises  were  renewed 
under  Section  57  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938,  during  the 
year. 

The  premises  were  inspected  periodically  during  the  year, 
and  no  occasion  arose  necessitating  the  service  of  notices.

Slaughter  of  Animals  Act,  1933. 

Owing  to  the  slaughtering  of  animals  for  sale  for  human 
consumption  now  being  centralized  in  East  Retford  Borough,  and 
the  fact  that  the  slaughterhouses  in  the  Rural  District  are  at  the 
present  time  not  inmse,  it  was  not  found  necessary  to  issue  or 
renew  any  licences  to  slaughtermen.

One  notice  was  served  during  the  year  to  limewash  and 
cleanse  a bakehouse  which  was  immediately  complied  with. 

Infectious  Disease  and  Disinfection. 

All  houses  at  which  cases  of  notifiable  infectious  disease 
requiring  investigation  have  occurred  have  been  visited,  and 
disinfection  has  been  arranged  in  appropriate  cases. 

This  Council  is  one  of  the  constituent  authorities  of  the 
North  Nottinghamshire  Joint  Hospital  Board,  to  whose  isolation 
hospital  patients  are  removed  from  this  district. 

Public  Scavenging. 

Complete  scavenging,  including  the  emptying  of  dust-bins, 
privies  and  ashpits,  pan  closets  and  cesspools  is  carried  out  in 
Tuxford  Parish.  This  work  is  carried  out  by  a local  contractor 
under  an  annual  contract,  and  in  view  of  the  difficult  labour 
situation  and  the  difficulty  and  delay  in  the  replacement  of  cer- 
tain dilapidated  receptacles,  can  be  regarded  as  having  been 
executed  reasonably  satisfactorily. 
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The  scheme  for  the  collection  of  dry  refuse  only  in  the 
rerhaining  53  Parishes  of  the  Rural  District,  by  contractors, 
continued  to  operate  satisfactorily  until  July,  when,  due  to  the 
contractors  going  into  voluntary  liquidation,  amended  arrange- 
ments had  to  be  made  at  somewhat  short  notice. 

The  Council  acquired  the  Contractors’  vehicle,  took  over 
the  available  labour  and  for  the  remainder  of  the  year  continued 
the  work  by  direct  labour  under  the  same  conditions  and  fre- 
quency of  collection  as  the  former  contractors. 

By  the  end  of  the  year  a further  400  dustbins,  making  a total 
of  1,000,  had  been  distributed  to  properties  under  the  scheme 
adopted  by  the  Council  under  Section  75  (3)  of  the  Public  Health 
Act,  1936.  Considerable  delays  occurred  in  securing  further  con- 
signments of  dustbins,  but  the  manufacturers  hope  to  be  in  a 
better  position  during  1948  regarding  deliveries,  and  it  is  hoped 
to  supply  a bigger  proportion  of  the  district  during  the  first  half 
of  next  year. 

This  scavenging  scheme  has  now  been  in  operation  for 
approximately  sixteen  months,  and  since  taking  over  the  work  by 
direct  labour,  it  is  becoming  more  increasingly  apparent  that,  as 
further  dustbins  are  provided  either  by  the  Council  or  private 
individuals,  if  the  work  is  to  be  carried  out  efficiently  and  to  the 
satisfaction  of  householders,  consideration  will  have  to  be  given 
to  the  provision  of  further  transport  and  labour.  It  will  be 
appreciated  that  in  addition  to  the  volume  of  refuse  increasing 
substantially  the  former  contractors  who  carried  out  this  work  for 
numerous  local  authorities  had  a reserve  of  stand-by  vehicles  in 
the  event  of  breakdown  or  emergency,  whereas  the  Council  pos- 
sess no  such  facilities. 

It  is  proposed  in  July  1948,  when  the  Council  have  carried 
out  this  work  by  direct  labour  for  a complete  year,  to  submit  a 
comprehensive  report  on  the  re-organisation  and  increase  con- 
sidered necessary  to  continue  this  work  efficiently.  • 

During  the  year  arrangements  have  been  made  to  use  a 
further  tip  with  a view  to  reducing  the  fully  loaded  and  empty 
vehicle  journeys  to  a minimum. 

Although,  with  the  exception  of  Tuxford  Parish,  the  par- 
ishes in  the  district  had  no  scavenging  scheme  prior  to  the  war 
there  is  now  a very  urgent  demand  for  this  service,  and  limitations 
on  the  scope  or  frequency  of  the  collection  is  purely  a matter  of 
cost. 
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Public  Water  Supplies. 

A piped  v/ater  supply  is  available  for  the  built-up  areas  in 
all  Parishes  in  the  Rural  District,  and  the  analyst’s  reports  on 
weekly  samples  of  water  show  the  quality  of  the  water  to  be 
satisfactory.  No  shortage  of  water  supply  has  been  experienced 
during  the  year  and  no  new  or  additional  mains  have  been  laid.

Maintenance  repairs  have  been  carried  out  to  the  pumping 
plant,  machinery,  etc.,  and  no  major  repair  items  have  been  nec- 
essary. 

It  will  be  necessary  during  the  coming  year  to  give  consider- 
ation to  the  renewal  of  the  existing  chlorinating  plant. 

Approval  to  the  Council’s  proposal  to  sink  an  additional 
borehole  at  the  Everton  Water  Works,  construct  an  additional 
reservoir  at  Gringley-on-the-Hill  and  to  lay  certain  internal  loop 
mains,  has  not  yet  been  received,  and  if  the  question  of  sinking  a 
further  borehole  is  to  be  deferred  until  consideration  of  pro- 
posals for  any  joint  comprehensive  schemes  with  adjacent  author- 
ities has  taken  place,  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  permission  will  soon  be 
given  to  proceed  with  the  reservoir  and  loop  mains  to  maintain 
and  improve  efficiency  in  distribution. 

The  provision  of  additional  new  houses,  increased  demands 
in  connection  with  agriculture,  and  the  gradual  provision  of 
modern  sanitary  amenities  at  houses  which  have  now  been  on 
public  water  supply  since  1938-39,  will  lead  to  considerably  in- 
creased demands  for  water. 

The  present  approximate  daily  abstraction  rate  from  the 
Everton  boreholes  is  340,000  gallons  and  the  existing  reservoir  at 
Gringley  (250,000  gallons)  does  not  therefore  cover  one  day’s 
supply. 

Since  the  completion  in  early  1946  of  the  second  attendant’s 
house  at  Everton  Waterworks,  it  is  necessary  for  the  cesspool  on 
this  site  to  be  emptied  weekly  and  it  is  essential  therefore,  in 
order  to  avoid  any  risk  of  pollution  to  a water  supply  which  is 
ideal  in  quality,  to  proceed  with  the  proposed  sewerage  and  sew- 
age disposal  scheme  for  the  Parishes  of  Everton  and  Mattersey 
as  early  as  possible,  or  at  any  rate  with  the  section  of  sewer  and 
the  pumping  station  on  the  Mattersey  Road  to  Everton  Village. 
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Housing. 

Due  to  the  delay  in  filling  the  vacancy  of  Assistant  Sanitary 
Inspector,  it  was  not  possible  to  proceed  as  quickly  as  had  been 
anticipated  with  the  Rural  Housing  Survey  and  only  approx- 
imately 400  houses  were  inspected  and  placed  in  the  appropriate 
categories  during  the  year. 

By  the  end  of  the  year,  1640  houses  or  approximately  one- 
third  of  the  houses  requiring  inspection,  have  been  inspected  and 
details  recorded,  and  of  these,  256  have  been  classified  as  being 
unfit  and  incapable  of  repair  at  reasonable  expense. 

Towards  the  end  of  1947,  steps  were  taken  to  fill  the  appoint- 
ment of  Assistant  Sanitary  Inspector,  and  it  is  anticipated  that  a 
considerable  inroad  can  be  made  with  the  progress  of  the  housing 
survey  in  1948. 

With  the  present  difficulties  in  building  labour  and  materials 
and  the  consequent  delays  in  programmes  for  the  erection  of  new 
houses,  it  is  very  unlikely  that  much  improvement  can  be  effected 
in  the  general  standard  of  existing  working  class  houses  until  the 
housing  shortage  has  been  alleviated.  In  fact,  considerable 
difficulties  arise  in  connection  with  items  of  essential  day  to  day 
repairs  and  maintenance. 

It  would  appear  that  as  soon  as  is  practicable,  the  best  means 
of  securing  an  improvement  in  the  standard  of  a goodly  portion 
of  cottage  type  property  in  the  Rural  District  would  be  the  revival 
of  legislation  on  the  lines  of  the  blousing  (Rural  Workers)  Acts, 
administered  preferably  by  the  local  housing  authority.

No  formal  action  has  been  taken  under  the  Housing  Acts 
during  the  year. 

Informal  Notices  have  been  served  in  respect  of  59  houses 
requiring  repairs  to  be  carried  out  in  order  to  keep  the  properties 
habitable  until  formal  activities  can  be  resumed  under  the  Hous- 
ing Acts  after  the  present  housing  accommodation  emergency. 

17  houses  have  been  repaired  to  a reasonable  standard  as  the 
result  of  Informal  Action  during  the  year. 

Overcrowding . 

One  new  case  of  overcrowding  amongst  permanent  occupiers 
of  houses  in  the  District  was  ascertained  during  the  year. 

The  total  number  of  cases  of  overcrowding  now  remaining 
to  be  dealt  with  is  19.  The  number  of  families  is  19  totalling  134 
people. 

The  figure  of  19  cases  of  overcrowding  cannot  be  taken  as  a 
true  picture  of  the  overcrowding  in  the  Rural  District  but  only 
that  which  has  been  ascertained  through  the  routine  housing  and 
sanitary  work.

The  outstanding  32  houses  in  this  scheme  (Barnby  Moor  2, 
Misterton  6,  East  Markham  2,  Tuxford  22)  are  in  an  advanced 
stage  of  construction  and  should  be  ready  for  occupation  in  the 
first  part  of  1948. 
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Under  the  second  programme,  a commencement  has  been 
made  on  the  construction  of  6 houses  at  Finningley,  and  tenders 
have  also  been  accepted  in  respect  of  12  proposed  houses  at 
Walkeringham  and  4 proposed  houses  and  8 proposed  flats  at 
Scrooby. 

Negotiations*  for  the  acquisition  of  further  sites  in  the 
Parishes  of  Misterton,  Laneham,  Darlton,  North  Wheatley  and 
Rampton  were  proceeding  at  the  end  of  the  year  and  it  is  hoped 
that  building  operations  will  commence  early  in  1948. 

In  addition  to  the  41  new  Council  houses  which  have  been 
completed,  13  R.A.F.  huts  at  the  aerodrome  at  Gamston  have  been 
converted  by  the  Council  for  use  as  temporary  dwellings. 

Town  and  Country  Planning. 

The  East  Retford  Rural  District  is  one  of  the  areas  forming 
the  constituent  authorities  of  the  East  Retford  and  Worksop 
Regional  Planning  Joint  Committee. 

The  whole  of  the  Rural  District  of  East  Retford  is  included  in 
the  Regional  Planning  Scheme  which  is  being  prepared  by  the 
Joint  Committee  and  control  of  developments  throughout  the 
District  is  being  carried  out  by  the  Council  under  the  Interim 
Development  Order,  1945.
